Energy Emergency in Florida 


Memorandum From the President. 


July 6, 1979 


Memorandum for the Administrator of 
the Environmental Protection Agency 

Based on a request submitted to me by 
the Governor of the State of Florida to ex- 
tend my June 12, 1979 determination that 
a regional energy emergency continues to 
exist in the State of Florida of such sever- 
ity that a temporary suspension of certain 
air pollution control regulations which 
apply to fossil-fuel fired electric generat- 
ing plants under the Florida Air Quality 
Implementation Plan may be necessary, 
and that other means of responding to the 
energy emergency may be inadequate, I 
hereby extend that determination from 
July 5, 1979, to and including October 15, 
1979. This extension is limited by the same 
conditions as my original determination 
and is expanded to include any necessary 
temporary suspension of sulfur dioxide 
as well as opacity and_ particulate 
requirements. 

If, during the extension, I find that a 
regional energy emergency no longer ex- 
ists in Florida, I will direct that this ex- 
tension be rescinded, and that all suspen- 
sion orders issued by the Governor be 


terminated on the day of that rescission. 
Please continue to work with State offi- 
cials to monitor carefully the residual oil 
supply in Florida and to inform me if the 
emergency should cease to exist. You will 
continue to retain full authority to disap- 
prove temporary suspension of regulations 
in Florida and to exercise your emergency 
powers authority under Section 303 of the 
Clean Air Act, when and if necessary. It 
is important to keep suspensions to an 
absolute minimum since Section 110(f) of 
the Clean Air Act limits each suspension 
to a maximum duration of 120 days. 

While my determination permits the 
temporary suspension of certain emission 
limiting requirements, it in no way per- 
mits the suspension of any national am- 
bient primary or secondary air quality 
standard. Protection of these national 
health and welfare protective standards is 
consistent with Governor Graham’s peti- 
tion, and I commend him for his past 
restraint in using the authority to suspend 
some air pollution requirements. (This 
determination shall be published in the 
FEDERAL REGISTER. )

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Saudi Arabian Crude Oil 
Production 


White House Statement. July 9, 1979 

The President told Members of the 
Senate and House at Camp David this 
morning that he has received a personal 
commitment from Crown Prince Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia to increase substantially 
crude oil production for a significant and 
specific period of time. Details of produc- 
tion plans will be announced by the Saudi 
Government in the near future. 

The personal message to the President 
made clear that the Saudi decision is 
based on their historic friendly relation- 
ship with the United States and their com- 
mitment to be a dependable supplier of oil 
to the world. 

The President has expressed the appre- 
ciation of the American people for this 
decision. He wishes to emphasize, how- 
ever, that while the increased production 
will be helpful in the short term, it does 
not relieve the United States or other oil- 
consuming nations of the necessity for firm 
action to reduce significantly 
dependence on imported oil.

She placed second and third in 
the giant slalom in the 1977 World Cup 
season and won the slalom event in the 
1977 Europa Cup.

National Energy Supply Shortage 


Message to the Congress on the 
Implementation of Energy Conservation 
Contingency Plan No.2. July 10,1979 


To the Congress of the United States: 
Pursuant to the authority vested in me 
by the Energy Policy and Conservation 
Act, I have found and proclaimed (copy 
of the Proclamation is enclosed) that a 
severe energy supply interruption cur- 
rently exists with respect to the supply of 
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imported crude oil and petroleum prod- 
ucts and have implemented the authority 
vested in me to impose emergency build- 
ing temperature restrictions as set forth 
in Standby Energy Conservation Con- 
tingency Plan No. 2. 

The Plan will become effective as of 
July 16, 1979. A copy of the final Depart- 
ment of Energy regulations which more 
fully explain the manner for the exercise 
of the Plan is enclosed.

National Energy Supply Shortage 


Proclamation 4667. July 10,1979 


By the President of the United States 
of America 


A Proclamation 


The Secretary of Energy has advised 
me that the continued reduction in world 
crude oil production has resulted in a na- 
tional energy supply shortage constituting 
a severe energy supply interruption as de- 
fined in Section 3(8) of the Energy Policy 
and Conservation Act (42 U.S.C. 6202 
(8) ). The Secretary based his conclusion 
on the fact that current and projected im- 
ports of crude oil and petroleum prod- 
ucts, plus available stocks, are not 
adequate to meet normal demand and 
that shortages of essential fuels have be- 
gun to have a major adverse impact on 
the economy with the possibility of more 
severe impacts occurring in the future. 
Recent shortages of gasoline in some areas 
of the Nation and the current inadequate 
levels of heating oil stocks have under- 
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scored the seriousness of the situation and 
demonstrate that action must be taken 
now to conserve available supplies of 
petroleum. 

On the basis of the Secretary’s report, 
and other information available to me, I 
hereby find and determine, in accordance 
with Sections 201(b) and 3(8) of the 
Energy Policy and Conservation Act (42 
U.S.C. 6261(b), 6202(8) ), the existence 
of a national energy supply shortage con- 
stituting a severe energy supply interup- 
tion, which: 


(A) is of significant scope and dura- 
tion and of an emergency nature; 

(B) may cause major adverse impact 
on national safety or the national 
economy; and 

(C) has resulted from an interruption 
in the supply of imported petro- 
leum products. 


I further find that implementation of 
the Emergency Building Temperature Re- 
strictions, Energy Conservation Contin- 
gency Plan No. 2, is required by the severe 
energy supply interruption. This Plan was 
transmitted by me to the Congress on 
March 1, 1979, and approved by a resolu- 
tion of each House (S. Res. 122, 125 
Cong. Rec. S 5135 (May 2, 1979); 
H. Res. 209, 125 Cong. Rec. H 3018 
May 10, 1979) ), which resolutions have 
been transmitted to me by the Secretary 
of the Senate and the Clerk of the House. 
Those resolutions were received by me on 
May 4 and May 15, 1979, respectively. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, Jummy Carter, 
President of the United States of America, 
by the authority vested in me by the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States, 
including Section 201(b) of the Energy 
Policy and Conservation Act (42 U.S.C. 
6261(b)), do hereby proclaim that: 


Section 1. A severe energy supply in- 
terruption, as defined in Section 3(8) of

the Energy Policy and Conservation Act 
(42 U.S.C. 6202(8) ) currently exists with 
respect to the supply of imported crude oil 
and petroleum products. 

Sec. 2. This finding shall be immedi- 
ately transmitted to the Congress. 

Sec. 3. The provisions of the Emer- 
gency Building Temperature Restrictions, 
Energy Conservation Contingency Plan 
No. 2 (44 FR 12911 of March 8, 1979), 
shall become effective as of July 16, 1979. 

Sec. 4. In accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Plan, the Secretary of Energy 
is hereby authorized to issue regulations 
for the purpose of implementing the En- 
ergy Conservation Contingency Plan No. 
2 and to administer the program in all 
respects.

He was born June 25, 1931, in Brook- 
lyn, N.Y. He received a B.A. (1951) and 
M.A. (1954) from the University of 
Chicago. 

Feldman joined the Foreign Service in 
1954, and served in Hong Kong, Tokyo, 
Nagoya, and at the State Department. He 
took language training at the Foreign 
Service Institute in 1962-63 and then in 
Taipei, where he also served as a politi- 
cal-military officer. From 1965 to 1970, 
he was detailed to the U.S. Information 
Agency in Hong Kong as publication of- 
ficer, assistant information officer, then 
cultural affairs officer. 

From 1970 to 1973, Feldman was at 
the State Department as a political offi- 
cer, then a member of the Planning and 
Coordinating Staff. From 1973 to 1975, 
he was Counselor for Political Affairs in 
Taipei, and from 1975 to 1977, he was 
Deputy Chief of Mission in Sofia.

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Act) ), an extension for the period of 
June 14, 1979 through February 13, 1980, 
of the temporary quantitative limitations 
imposed by Proclamation 4445, as 
amended, on the importation into the 
United States of certain articles of stain- 
less or alloy tool steel provided for in 
items 923.20 through 923.26, inclusive, of 
the Tariff Schedules of the United States 
(TSUS) (19 U.S.C. 1202). 

Now, THEREFORE, I, Jimmy CarTER, 
President of the United States of America, 
in order to assure equitable treatment un- 
der Proclamation 4445, as amended, and 
acting under the authority vested in me 
by the Constitution and the statutes of 
the United States, including section 203 of 
the Trade Act (19 U.S.C. 2253), and in 
accordance with Article XIX of the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) (61 Stat. (pt. 5) A58; 8 UST 
(pt. 2) 1786) do proclaim that Subpart 
A, part 2 of the Appendix to the TSUS is 
modified as set forth in the Annex to this 
proclamation. 

In Witness Wuereor, I have here- 
unto set my hand this eleventh day of 
July, in the year of our Lord nineteen 
hundred seventy-nine, and of the Inde- 
pendence of the United States of America 
the two hundred and fourth.

ANNEX 


Subpart A, part 2 of the Appendix to the 
Tariff Schedules of the United States (19 
U.S.C. 1202) is modified— 

(a) by redesignating headnote 2(d) as 
headnote 2(e) ; 
and 

(b) by inserting the following new 
headnote 2(d) : 

“(d) Adjustments.—If the Special 
Representative determines that it is 
necessary or appropriate to assure equi- 
table treatment in a manner consistent 
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with the objective of phasing-out im- 
port relief he may: 

(1) Allocate or reallocate specific 
quota quantities to any country or in- 
strumentality subject to restriction 
(either individually or by inclusion in 
the “other” country grouping), either 
on an item by item basis, or for all 
items; or 

(2) Adjust the quota quantities be- 
tween countries or instrumentalities, 
among or within items 923.20 through 
923.26, inclusive, or among or within 
restraint periods, provided that any such 
adjustment does not affect the sum of 
all quota quantites for all items 923.20 
through 923.26, inclusive, for the period 
June 14, 1979, through February 13, 
1980. 

Such modifications are to be effective 
on or after the date of their publication 
in the FeperaL REcIsTER;”.

Department of Education 


Statement on House of Representatives 
Action Approving the Legislation. 
July 11, 1979 


The department of education legis- 
tion approved by the House today will 
streamline administration of more than 
150 Federal education programs, saving 
tax dollars and cutting redtape. It will 
also permit better management of the 
Government’s health and human service 
programs. 

The department of education legis- 
lation is an important administration pri- 
ority. It will make a single agency and a 
single Cabinet official responsible full- 
time for Federal education programs. It 
will ensure that programs costing $14 bil- 
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lion annually receive the high-level man- 
agement attention and broad public 
scrutiny they deserve. 

I would like to thank Speaker O'Neill 
and others in the House leadership, 
Chairman Brooks, and Congressmen Fas- 
cell and Horton for their efforts on behalf 
of this historic legislation. I look forward 
to early action by the House-Senate con- 
ference committee.

White House Statement on Congressional 
Approval of Reorganization Proposals. 
July 11, 1979 


President Carter today expressed his 
appreciation for the approval given by the 
Congress of his proposals for reorganizing 
and strengthening the management of 
U.S. foreign economic development ac- 
tivities. 

Noting that these proposals largely 
adopted suggestions of the late Senator 
Hubert Humphrey, the President said he 
wished to especially thank Chairmen Za- 
blocki and Brooks of the responsible 
House committees and Chairmen Church 


and Ribicoff of the Senate committees for 


their leadership in achieving congres- 
sional support for the reorganization. 
The President said the administration 
can now move ahead to establish the In- 
ternational Development Cooperation 
Agency (IDCA), the centerpiece of his 
plan to improve the programs and poli- 
cies affecting the developing nations, 
The principal components of the 
IDCA will be the Agency for Interna- 
tional Development, the Overseas Private 
Investment Corporation, and the pro- 
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posed Institute for Scientific and Techno- 
logical Cooperation. The President hopes 
the Congress soon will complete action to 
establish this Institute, which will help de- 
veloping countries create and adapt tech- 
nologies capable of reducing their enor- 
mous problems in such fields as health, 
food, and energy. 


Meeting With Prime Minister 
Abel Tendekai Muzorewa of 
Rhodesia 


White House Statement. July 11, 1979 

President Carter met with Bishop 
Muzorewa this afternoon because of the 
President’s deep personal commitment to 
help find a solution for the peaceful trans- 
fer of responsible political authority from 
the white minority to the black majority 
in Zimbabwe-Rhodesia. 

In a frank exchange of views, the Presi- 
dent emphasized his sincere desire to see 
an end to the bitterness and bloodshed 
in Zimbabwe-Rhodesia. He believes this 
can be accomplished by the establishment 
of a broadly based consensus on constitu- 
tional and administrative 
processes which are responsive to the 
legitimate political aspirations of all the 
peoples of Zimbabwe-Rhodesia.

The President restated his intention to 
work closely with the Government of the 
United Kingdom, which has the primary 
legal and historic responsibility to bring 
Zimbabwe-Rhodesia to independence 
based on full political participation and 
human rights guarantees for all its citi- 
zens. He expressed the hope that the 
Muzorewa administration would work 
closely with the United Kingdom in seek- 
ing nonmilitary, political means to further 
this goal. 
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Skylab 


Message to Australian Prime Minister J. 
Malcolm Fraser. July 11, 1979 


I was concerned to learn that fragments 
of Skylab may have landed in Australia. 
I am relieved to hear your Government’s 
preliminary assessment that no injuries 
have resulted. Nevertheless, I have in- 
structed the Department of State to be in 
touch with your Government immediately 
and to offer any assistance you may need. 
NOTE: Skylab was launched by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration on May 
14, 1973. The orbiting spacecraft, weighing 
approximately 77 tons, was used as a research 
observatory workshop. 

On reentering the Earth’s atmosphere, Sky- 
lab disintegrated, and about two-thirds of the 
debris burned up during its descent. The re- 
maining pieces were scattered over the Indian 
Ocean and Australia in an estimated 100-mile- 
wide, 4,000-mile-long path.
